Ladies  and  gentlemen. 

In  accordance  with  Circulars  2773  and  10/44*  "the  report 
for  1943  deals  only  with  essential  and  urgent  matters  affecting 
the  Public  Health, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  Scarlet  Fever.  Eight  cases  were  notified  as 
compared  with  one  case  only  in  1942. 

DIPHTHERIA.  Four  cases  were  notified,  the  same  number  as  in  1942. 
On  admission  to  Hospital  none  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Diphtheria.  The  Immunisation  Scheme  has  been  continued,  it  being 
estimated  that  over  9 0$  of  children  1  -  15  years  have  received 
the  treatment. 

CERE BRO- SPINAL  FEVER.  No  cases  were  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  Five  new  cases  were  notified  in  1943*  The  death 
rate  from  all  forms  of  the  disease  was  269  per  million  in  1943* 
as  compared  with  298  in  1939*  1082  in  1940,  243  in  1941  and  Nil 
in  1942. 

STATISTICS.  Birth  Rate.  15.3  per  1,000  as  compared  with  13.7  in 
1942. 

Death  Rate.  11.0  per  1,000  as  compared  with  10. .9  in 

1942. 

Infantile  Mortality.  35  per  1,000  as  compared  with  19 

in  1942. 

WATER  SUPPLY.  The  Stroud  Water  Board  supply  the  water  in  the 
District,  one  of  its  sources  being  in  the  area.  Periodic  samples 
show  that  it  has  a  high  degree  of  purity.  Springs  supply  parts 
of  the  district  and  the  necessary  action  is  taken  to  improve 
those  liable  to  contamination.
